It was developed at the trial that per- 
sons had heard a quarrel between Silas 
B'one and his wife I day or two prior 
to bis sudden depaiture; that he was seen 
lying by a log near the house by a party 
who thought he whs asleep; that a Ian- 
tern whiel»he had borrowed from Thomas 
Tackett was found with the bones, and 
that he had not been heard from f"r five 
years prior to February Btb, 1896; thai 
parlies who were passing the house about 
the time of his sudden and unexplained 
absence had beard a conversation between 
Mrs. McGlone and Jordan, in which one 
said that the other could not be cunvicted 
on such evidence . thai Mrs McUlone had 
told two or three different itoriei about 
the place she thought her buiband had 
gone to.
